A BARRY woman is shaving off 
her hair for Cancer Research 
UK - in memory of her 
brother and a close friend who both 
died recently. 

Pamela Dungey (53), who is confined to a 
wheelchair, decided that having her long locks cut 
off was an ideal way to pay tribute to John Dungey 
and Sam Gould who both had cancer, and faced 
death with courage and dignity. 

She told The GEM: “On Tuesday, October 3,1 
am going to be shaving my hair off to raise money 
for Cancer Research UK. 

“The reason I am doing this is that just over 
three months ago I lost two incredibly important 
people in my life, and they were both taken by 
cancer. 


“The first was a wonderful young man by the 
name of Samuel Gould. Sam was 33, and married 
with three little girls all under five years of age. 

“He was an incredible young man. He was 
incredibly kind, funny, and always thought of 
others before himself.” 

Pamela said Sam, who had lived in Penarth and 
then Caerphilly, was a life-enhancer. 

“He loved people, and even went into politics to 
be able to help those in need in his local 
constituency. 

“He was diagnosed with bowel cancer, but by 
the time he had symptoms, it was already too late. 
Just eight weeks later, he passed away. 

“We were all stunned, but he faced his illness 
with the most incredible bravery, and even made a 
film to be played at his funeral. 

“Sam campaigned furiously about bowel cancer 
in younger people and was even on the BBC news. 

“His loss has been devastating to his family, but 
before he passed away, I promised Sam that I 
would do something to raise money for Cancer 
Research UK.” 

Tragically, while Sam was fighting his battle, 
Pamela’s much-loved brother, John Dungey, from 
Barry, was also fighting for his life. 

She explained: “John had a brain tumour and 
knew from the early days of his illness that it was 
terminal. 

“John was 50 years of age, and a local 
businessman. He owned C and H Plumbing 
Supplies, but our John was also a volunteer crew 
member of Barry RNLI.

Coun Mahoney explained: “It seems to me that 
big business - in this case a public utility - seems to 
be hell bent on covering our local area with 
industrial chimney stacks, fed by boilers or 
incinerators. 

“Having spoken at length to the planning 
consultants engaged by Welsh Water, who are 
holding the pre-application consultation exercise 
ending on Friday, September 29, it has become clear 
that the major expansion of the Cog Moors sewage 
plant will not result in one extra cubic inch of 
sewage being treated there in order to cope with 
ever- growing house numbers.

1 WOULD like to 
present my 
opinion as 
regards how to 
improve the method 
of financing 
services for autistic 
people in Wales. 

There is more 
awareness of autism in 
this age and there is 
significant attention 
being given towards the 
condition, thankfully. 

I would like to 
inform you that there is 
a proposed plan by the 
Welsh Government to 
give a sum of £13 
million to finance a new 
body. 

The new body, called 
the National Integrated 
Autism Service, will 
focus mainly on giving a 
diagnosis to individual 
people. But this isn’t 
ideal and could be better. 

As an individual 
living with the 
condition, I can explain 
how to make better use 
of the Assembly’s 
money. I live near 
Cardiff, where I receive 
help from a charity 
called Autism Spectrum 
Connections Cymru. 

The purpose of the 
charity is to support and 
advise adults with 
autism; without it, the 
people living with the 
condition would have 
great difficulty 
managing everyday 
problems. 

The charity provides 
an invaluable service in 
south-east Wales. 
Personally, I am 
completely dependent on 
the provision, and as a 


result, I beg the 
Assembly to finance the 
charity, which currently 
depends on funding from 
the Lottery and 
donations. 

Populated areas of 
Wales should have 
access to similar 
provision, in my 
opinion. How many 
people in Wales would 
benefit from this 
resource? This is the 
essence of my letter to 
the editor. 

As well as financing 
the official body that 
gives diagnosis, it is 
important to finance 
what happens, post¬ 
diagnosis. 

Both are equally 
important. Without the 
two, it is as if a doctor 
tells you that you have 
cancer, but there is no 
money available for the 
required treatment. 

I believe that the 
£13million earmarked 
for autism should be 
used for every aspect of 
autism provision in 
Wales - for diagnosis 
and post-diagnosis. 

At the moment, there 
is a consultation on the 
autism bill at the 
Assembly. I urge 
everyone reading this 
letter to respond, 
mentioning the 
importance of financing 
the provision for autism 
in the third sector in 
Wales.

I N his state of the union address, the 
European Commission president, 
Jean-Claude Juncker, let the genie 
out of the bottle with his vision for the 
development of the EU. 

It will see the creation of a European super-state, 
a European army, a European finance ministry, 
centralised decision-making - which includes 
majority voting determining tax and foreign policy, 
all members being part of a monetary union, and all 
activity overseen by an all-powerful president. 

In the build-up to the referendum, the Remain 
lobby denied such visions even existed, now we 
know not only that they do, but that it is only a 
matter of time before they become reality. 

I wonder how many who voted to remain now 
see a different picture - with the route map for EU 
development clearly set out by the president. 

A warning of this probability was given by the 
then Labour Party leader Hugh Gaitskill in 1964 
when he advised against the UK being involved in 
European reintegration, as he was firmly of the 
view that it would lead to a European super state. 

When the UK voted in 1975 for closer links with 
what became the EU, it was solely on the basis of a 
trade agreement. Since then, PMs, with the notable 
exception of Margaret Thatcher, have willingly 
bowed to demands for the UK to hand over to 
Brussels authority for issues that should have 
remained firmly the responsibility of the UK 
Government. 

All this has been done with little or no 
parliamentary debate and certainly no attempt to 
obtain the authority of the electorate. For the ex-

“He would go out in all winds 
and weathers to try to save the 
lives of people who were in 
difficulty at sea. 

“We couldn’t save John. He 
faced his own end with 
incredible bravery and courage. 

“He was a true gentleman, and 
always wanted to help others if 
he could, but he was taken from 
us just one week after we lost 
Sam. 

“John loved the sea, and he 
was never happier than when he 
was, as he called it, ‘wave 
bashing’. The larger the waves, 
the more he loved it. But John 
did this because he loved people 
too, and always put others before 
himself. 

“He put his own life on the 
line to save the lives of others. 

“John loved living in Barry, 
and he loved the people of Barry. 
He had a very, very happy family 
life, with his wife Emma and his 
three children, his whole family, 
and particularly our mum, 
Rosemary. 

“She was left devastated, 
losing her only beloved son.” 

His ashes, and handfuls of red 
petals provided by Rosemary, 
were scattered by Barry RNLI on 
the waters off the Knap at high 
tide. 

Pamela says the family will 
never get over the loss of John, 
but her fundraiser is an attempt 
to pay tribute to the two men. 

“I knew that I had to do 
something to help in some way. 
My promise to Sam still stands, 
and I also wanted to honour my 
brother John, but I am disabled 
and in a wheelchair, so my

choices for fundraising were 
limited. 

“I couldn’t run a marathon, or 
bungee jump off a bridge, so I 
came up with the idea of 
‘Braving the Shave’. 

“I’ve decided that the time 
was now right to make good on 
my promise and raise money and 
awareness for Cancer Research 
UK. 

“Research is the only way that 
in the future young men like Sam 
and John might be cured of a 
terrible disease that affects 
people of any age, race or 
religion. 

“It shows no mercy to those 
who suffer and to those who are 
left behind.” 

Pamela has a good head of 
hair, but will take it to the wood. 

“I am going to have it all 
shaved off and I have set up a 
‘JustGiving’ page for those who 
would like to make a donation to 
support me in this. 


“I set myself a goal of raising 
£1,000 and to date, I am two 
thirds of the way there. 

“A local lady, Nicola Murphy, 
has offered her services to shave 
my head. My hair is long and all 
of it will be donated to The Little 
Princess Trust, which makes 
wigs for children who have lost 
their hair through chemotherapy. 

“I cut my hair short many 
years ago and donated it to the 
same charity, but this time I am 
going the whole hog, and 
shaving the lot off.” 

But despite the anguish she 
feels, and the prospect of being 
bald for a while, Pamela can see 
the funny side of life. 

“I know I am going to look 
very odd for a while. After all, 
it’s not often you see a rather 
large lady, in a wheelchair, with a 
bald head, whizzing around the 
streets of Barry. 

“I know that what I raise will 
be a mere drop in the ocean, but 
it might, just might, help 
somebody in the future to live. 

“To know that I am doing this 
for two incredible men, who 
have both touched my life and all 
of the lives around them, is a true 
honour.” 

She added: “Every penny 
counts, so please give if you can, 
and if you see a large bald 
woman in a wheelchair whizzing 
around Barry town, then give her 
a hug. It is going to be a cold 
winter ahead and she may need 
your warmth.”

FROM September 11 - 
October 15, an 
exhibition by local 
artist Sheila Jones is 
on display at the 
Travellers’ Gallery at 
Barry Town Station, 
with the support of 
Mind in the Vale and 
the Vale of Glamorgan 
Artists (VOGA). 

Jane Hutt AM visited 
the station to view the 


exhibition called ‘Tep 
Zepi’ (First Time) 
following the Mind 
AGM last week - 
where she met Sheila 
and thanked her for 
displaying her 
inspirational work in 
Barry for the first time. 


ON August 30 
Father Ben 
Andrews, Rector of 
the new Benefice of 
Barry got on his 
bike at St David’s 
in Pembrokeshire - 
in a bid to cycle 155 
miles in three days 
to Barry to raise 
funds for the All 
Saints’ roof 
restoration project. 

The cycle ride had 
been split into two days 
of 50 miles and the final 
day 55 miles into Barry 
and finishing at All 
Saints’ Church, Barry. 

Leading and driving 
the support vehicle over 
the three days, was Paul 
Donovan, chair of the 
project, kitted up with 
plasters, puncture outfits 
and pumps and 
sustenance to see Fr Ben 
through the pain barrier! 

With little or no 
training, the route taken 
started from Ty Boia in 
the heart of St David’s at 
8.40am. 

The cycling cleric got 
stuck into the saddle 
with sunshine and a 
following wind. 

The chosen route led 
him swiftly into 
Haverfordwest, although 
the next leg into 
Narberth provided him 
with some navigational 
challenges from the 
occasional ‘missing’ 


signpost. 

Narberth to St Clears 
was uneventful, but what 
looked like a fairly 
straight-forward route 
into Carmarthen, 
provided some 
challenging hills and the 
odd farm dog. 

His first overnight 
stop took place in 
Cysgod Y Coed in 
Carmarthen and this was 
reached at 6.45pm, 
having covered the first 
50 miles. 

After a good meal, a 
couple of glasses of 
Waxed Bat and plenty of 
rest, Fr Ben left 
Carmarthen the 
following day at 8.45am, 
again blessed with good 
weather, heading 
initially for Kidwelly. 

Once out of 
Carmarthen, there were 
a few short hills before 
descending into 
Ferryside and following 
the coastline to 
Kidwelly. 

Next stop was North 
Dock in Llanelli - a 
mere 10 miles along the 
flat, by-passing Bury 
Port and Pembrey en- 
route. After a quick 
snack, it was on to 
Swansea. 

The route took him 
over the River Loughor 
before venturing into 
across Gower, down the 
Clyne Valley and onto 
the seafront at Black 
Pill. 


A quick pedal along 
the seafront saw him at 
the River Tawe barrage 
in Swansea Marina 
where it was time for a 
well-earned lunch. 

Suitably refreshed, it 
was time to leave for the 
final push of the day to 
complete the last 10 
miles of the 50 miles 
from Carmarthen to Port 
Talbot and St Theodore’s 
Vicarage, arriving at 
4.30pm. 

Friends of Fr Ben had 
agreed to support him 
on his journey with an 
overnight stay. 

With 100 miles 
completed, all was going 
well - and now it was 
just the final 55 miles to 
Barry. 

With a 15-mile 
shorter distance to cover 
on the final leg into 
Barry, and with a 
deadline of 2pm at All 
Saints’ Church, Fr Ben 
was keen to get started 
and be on his way. 

Port Talbot to Pyle 
went well, as did Pyle to 
Ewenny.

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Anti-mast campaigners claim victory, 
but plan ‘still running’ says Vodafone 


LOCAL Plaid Cymru 
councillors are 

“delighted” that an 
agreement has been 
reached to abandon plans 
to locate a mobile phone 
mast at the entrance of the 
Knap Gardens in the 
Marine Conservation 
Area. 

Local campaigners Nette 
Harkus and Glyn Pooley 
collected a 616-name petition 
against constructing the mast 
there. 

And Barry councillors Shirley 
Hodges and Steffan Wiliam also 
lobbied on behalf of residents. 

Coun Shirley Hodges 
commented: “After gathering the 
opinions of residents I wrote to 
the applicant. 

“Steffan then liaised with the 
applicant and the Vale Council’s 
planning and highways officers 
which resulted in an on-site 


meeting between them to explore 
the logistics of our proposal for 
an alternative site.” 

Coun Wiliam continued: 
“Representatives of Vodafone 
and the company responsible for 
installing the mast were very 
accommodating and agreed to 
my request to site the mast at the 
rear of the car park in accordance 
with residents’ wishes. 

“A telescopic pole with a 
camera on it was raised on site to 
see how it would look and I was 
very pleased to see that it 
blended in so well.” 

He continued: “I'm delighted 
that they have listened and acted 
accordingly. 

“I’d also like to take this 
opportunity to thank our 
planning officers for their 
enormous help and also all the 
residents of the Knap and Parade 
and Romilly Park for their 
feedback on the doorstep and to 
our questionnaires.” 

Locating the mast further 


away from the electricity supply 
will prove more expensive for 
the applicant, but Coun Wiliam 
pointed out that it would be less 
intrusive at the rear of the car 
park, and it will still fulfil the 
company’s wish to provide an 
improved signal and coverage. 

However, CTIL, the company 
that erects masts and 
infrastructure for Vodafone, said 
the original application had not 
been withdrawn, but did confirm 
that the car park was under 
consideration. 

A spokesperson for the 
telecommunications company 
said: “Whilst the existing 
application is running we are 
looking into an alternative site in 
response to feedback from the 
local community. 

“Specifically, we are looking 
at the potential of relocating the 
proposed base station to a car 
park nearby that has now 
become available.” 

Coun Wiliam said: “The 


applicant knew the strength of 
feeling and that last year we had 
successfully prevented them 
from building a mast on Marine 
Drive by refusing to lease them 
the land. 

“Their proposals would have 
harmed the Marine Conservation 
Area which Shirley Hodges 
established years ago. The 
solution I offered is one that they 
were glad to embrace.” 

Coun Wiliam added: “This 
has been a great exercise in 
listening and co-operation. 
Residents’ opinions were sought 
by us and acted on. 

“Council officers and the 
applicant listened to us and 
liaised and now we have a 
solution. 

“Residents and visitors to The 
Parade, Romilly Park, The Knap 
and most of the Garden Suburb 
will enjoy 4G coverage on the 
Vodaphone and 02 networks, 
provided by a mast they won’t 
even know is there.”

“It is incomprehen¬ 
sible that in tandem with 
the controversial 

incinerator less than a 
mile away at Barry docks 
that anyone in their right 
minds could think of 
adding yet another major 
emissions-producing 
eyesore so close to the 
populations of Sully, 
Dinas Powys and Barry. 

“I was alerted to plans 
for an expansion of the 
plant by a local resident 
recently and am 
disgusted that upon 
initially contacting 
Welsh Water that I was 
told this was just a 
modest expansion in 
order to increase the 
plant’s efficiency - not a 
word that the plans were 
actually for a large 
power plant with a 100- 
foot stack on Cog 
Moors.” 

Coun Mahoney said 
he feared that unless 
residents and councillors 
opposed the plans, the 
community could find it 
had another Barry dock 
scenario in its midst. 

The GEM approached 
Welsh Water to ask what 
it hoped to do. 

A spokeswoman 
explained the aim was to 
create renewable energy 
from ‘treated waste’. 


She said: “We are 
currently considering 
improvements to our 
Cog Moors wastewater 
treatment works. 

“The proposed work 
will improve the waste 
treatment process and 
enable us to produce 
renewable energy from 
the waste we treat. 

“This will increase the 
amount of green energy 
we already produce as a 
company which in turn 
will help us to reduce our 
operating costs and keep 
bills low for customers. 

“The work being 
considered would require 
planning permission, 
therefore we are in the 
process of undertaking a 
pre-application 
consultation. 

“Any comments 

received during this 
stage will be carefully 
considered and assessed 
before any full planning 
application is submitted. 

“As part of the pre¬ 
application process, we 
have engaged with the 
necessary consultees as 
detailed in the relevant 
regulations. 

“This included locally 
elected councillors 

where we also provided 
them with relevant 
contact details should 
they have any queries on 
the plans. 

“We are sorry if this 
didn’t reach Councillor 


Mahoney and would be 
happy to meet with him 
to discuss the plans 
further. 

“We have appointed 
Caulmert Planning 
Consultants to manage 
the pre-application 
process and a copy of the 
pre-planning application 
documentation is 

available online to view 
and comment at 
www.caulmert.com/cons 
ultations. 

“A paper copy of the 
documentation can also 
be viewed at Dinas 
Powys and Sully 
libraries. The 

consultation period runs 
from Tuesday, August 29 
to Friday September 29, 
and we would invite 
anyone with an interest 
to view and comment on 
the plan.” 

The spokeswoman 
added: “Following the 
pre-application process, 
it is likely that we will 
submit a full planning 
application for the work. 

“We would like to 
assure people that at this 
time we will conduct a 
full public consultation 
process. 

“This will ensure 
people have the 
opportunity to view the 
plans and meet members 
of the project team so 
that they can be fully 
informed about the 
plans.

Vale Council 
approves £750k 
for regeneration 
work to houses 

THE Vale Council has approved funding 
for a £750,000 housing regeneration 
scheme, with grants for home owners to 
be available from later this year. 

The first residents to benefit will be those living in 
lower Windsor Road in Penarth where the most 
noticeable aspect of the renewal work will be the 
‘facelifting’ of the houses. 

Under plans the council will employ contractors 
and cover the full cost of replacing windows and 
doors, as well as work to clean stone and brickwork, 
re-render, repoint and repaint house fronts, renew 
guttering, fascia, soffit and barge boards where 
needed, and repair boundary walls. 

This housing-led approach to regeneration 
follows the council 4 s Castleland Renewal Area 
project in Barry where it drew plaudits from local

residents and traders. 

Coun Jonathan Bird, cabinet member for 
regeneration and planning, said: “As well as being a 
popular residential area, Windsor Road is for many 
visitors the gateway to Penarth. The first phase of 
this latest renewal scheme has been planned 
strategically to coincide with improvements to 
nearby roads, pavements and green spaces. 

“Combined with these the housing regeneration 
scheme will have a dramatic impact, not only on 
those living locally but on the first impression that 
many visitors have of Penarth. We believe this will 
not only improve life for local residents but also 
further drive the prosperous Penarth economy.” 

In total, £750,000 has been allocated over three 
years: £150,000 in 2017/18, £300,000 in 2018/19 
and £300,000 in 2019/20. 

The scheme will initially cover residential 
properties 100 - 160, 164 - 172, 155 and 157 - 163 
in Windsor Road. As this work progresses other 
areas will then be considered for similar 
regeneration work, again the broader local economy 
will be an important factor in choosing the right 
location. 


THE Vale Council 
has responded to 
calls from the 
Rhoose Parks 
Action Group 
regarding Heol Y 
Dryw Park and 
potential adoption 
of the site. 

The park is the 
responsibility of David 
Wilson Homes, but the 
action group wants to see 
the site adopted and 
maintained by the Vale 
Council.

THE Vale Council has 
been ranked as the 
highest performing local 
authority in Wales for the 
third year running. 

The 2016/17 local 
government performance 
bulletin, compiled by the Data 
Unit Wales, assesses councils’ 
performance in 25 high priority 
areas. These cover a wide range 
of important services such as 
education, housing, transport 
and highways, planning and 
regulatory services and leisure 
services. The scores also reflect 
^the^qualit^^^^^counciFs^ 


governance and ‘corporate 
health’. 

The Data Unit Wales ranks all 
councils in Wales into one of 
four groups based on their 
performance for each of the 25 
areas inspected. The Vale 
Council was ranked in the top 
group of councils for more than 
half of these (52 per cent) and 
performed better than the 
national average in 68 per cent 
of all measures. 

Despite having topped the 
table for performance in 2016 
the council was still able to 
improve in nearly half (44 per 
cent) of the areas scrutinised.

A climb led them to Castle Neroche for a well-earned break - 
before continuing through Staple and Britty Common to finish 
their 14-mile tramp.

‘Barnett Formula 
stays unchanged 
after DUP deal’ 


THERE will be no 
extra money 
coming to Wales as 
a result of the 
support deal the 
Government has 
struck with the 
Democratic 
Unionist Party in 
Northern Ireland, 
says Alun Cairns. 

The Welsh Secretary 
and Vale of Glamorgan 
MP says the deal will 
have no impact on the 
Barnett Formula, which 
determines how much 
money is distributed 
each year to the 
devolved administrations 
in Wales, Scotland and 
Northern Ireland. 

Under the agreement 
the Government struck 
with the DUP, Northern 
Ireland is to receive an 
extra £1 billion in state 
funding. 

Aberavon MP 
Stephen Kinnock asked 
Mr Cairns in a written 
question what 
discussions he has had 
with the Chancellor on 


Barnett consequential 
funding following the 
deal and what 
assessment he has made 
of the effect of Northern 
Ireland’s additional 
funding on the operation 
of the Barnett Formula. 

Mr Cairns said the 
procedure for funding 
the devolved 
administrations is set out 
in the Statement of 
Funding Policy. 

He told Mr Kinnock: 
“The Barnett Formula 
applies to changes in UK 
Government spend on 
devolved matters in 
England. 

“The decision to 
allocate extra resource to 
Northern Ireland has 
resulted in no change to 
UK Government spend 
in England and therefore 
there are no Barnett 
consequentials. 

“A new fiscal 
framework was agreed 
with the Welsh 
Government in 
December, 2016, which 
enhanced the Wales 
funding settlement.”

weeks. 

On September 23-24, 
the Wesley Church 
Centre, Tondu (formerly 
Tondu Methodist 
Church), will be 
celebrating ‘The 
Railway Heritage of 
Tondu’. 

There will be an 
exhibition of 
photographs, maps and 
artefacts that tell the 
story of Tondu Junction 
which, in its heyday, was 
one of the largest 
railway junctions in 
Wales - with an 
extensive infrastructure 
of marshalling yards, 
signal boxes, engine 
sheds, and wagon works. 

There will be model 
railways on display, both 
finished and in progress, 
which will help bring to 
life the railway history 
of the area. 

Refreshments will be 
available on both days. 

On Tuesday, 
September 26, the 
Memo Arts Centre in 
Barry will hold an open 
day from 9.30am to 
9.30pm. The Memo is 
the largest arts centre in 
the Vale of Glamorgan. 

In the 1920s, Barry 
decided to build a 
permanent memorial to 
their 635 who fell in the 
First World War. They 
built the £20,000 
Cenotaph and theatre as 
a centre for cultural and 


civic activity in the 
town. 

The Cenotaph and 
Hall of Memory remain 
worthy memorials to 
1,818 Barrians who gave 
their lives for freedom, 
in two World Wars and 
subsequent hostilities. 

The open day will 
include an opportunity to 
visit the Cenotaph and 
Hall of Memory with 
history boards and 
information available to 
guide you through your 
visit, before attending 
free special cinema 
screenings. Films 
marking the history of 
World War One are 
being shown as part of 
the open day to honour 
the lives of those who 
fell in war. 

On Saturday, 
September 30, St John’s 
House, Newcastle Hill, 
Bridgend, will open from 
11am to 3pm. A Grade 
II* listed building, St 
John’s House is the 
oldest dwelling of its 
type in the town, built 
circa 1511-12. 

The property is 
described by the Royal 
Commission as a ‘high- 
status house and of great 
significance’. 

A number of medieval 
attractions will be at the 
house during this open 
day: a musician playing 
medieval instruments 
and music from that 
time; a medieval 
herbalist; and archers 
displaying their 
weapons.

Devon-Wales ferry 
idea is refloated 


ALUN CAIRNS

He said: “Like me, he 
recognises the major 
economic opportunities 
of binding the regions 
together. 

“Between the south¬ 
west of England and the 
south Wales economy, 
we have one of the 
largest digital clusters 
and one of the best cyber¬ 
security clusters.” 

Mr Cairns said more 
could be done to 
encourage economic 
growth in areas such as 
tourism through the 
provision of a regular 
ferry service. MP

News from the colonies 
at the Fon-Mon Apiary 


DESPITE the very changeable weather, 
all of the colonies are very active. Every 
break in the weather sees the foragers 
leaving in droves, and pollen gathering is 
very much to the fore. 

I am feeding three colonies at present; two are 
swarms from earlier in the year, and the third colony 
is a very recent arrival. This is not a swarm, but was 
a well-developed colony taken a couple of weeks 
ago from inside a double built ship-lap fence. It was 
originally a swarm, and they had gained access to the 
inside area of the fence by way of a knot hole. 

By removing several planks, the entire comb was 
visible, as were thousands of busy bees. To facilitate 
their removal, the entire honeycomb had to be cut 
away from the woodwork. 

This comb, along with a vast number of bees, was 
placed into a large container and because the queen 
bee was in the container on the removed comb. 
Eventually, all of the colony followed suit. 

Lots of the foraging bees were, however, 
returning via the knot hole and congregating on the 


area previously occupied by the comb. 

How did we get these bees into the container? 
Although we did not see the queen bee, she was on 
one of the transferred combs in the container. 

If you have the queen, you will get all of the other 
bees. She signals her presence via a pheromone 
(chemical signal) and all of the colony members then 
become aware of her presence and location. 

With this signal to guide them, very soon all of the 
colony were one again. 

Removal was left until the evening, when all 
flying stops and the colony settle for the night. The 
entrance was closed up and the colony moved to 
Fon-Mon Apiary where, after a couple of days to 
settle and get used to their new location, they were 
transferred to a proper hive. 

They are now thriving and are looking good. A 
great deal of disruption, to be sure, but the colony 
has been saved instead of being destroyed. 

Time, knowledge and experience are the keys to a 
successful outcome in events such as this.

presented to 
staff at a 
Cardiff care 
home this 
week. 

Ty Llandaff, 
a private 
nursing, 
residential and 
respite care 
home in 
Pontcanna, 
received the 
device from the 
Cardiff East 
Ambulance 
Service which 
is accessible for 
use in the local 
community. 

The 

defibrillator, 
when used 
within the first 
three to five 
minutes of a person suffering a 
sudden cardiac arrest, can 
increase a person’s chance of 
survival from, what is currently, 
less than five per cent to around 
70 per cent. 

After accepting the generous 
contribution from representatives 
from the Cardiff East Ambulance 
Service, who are based in 
Rumney, Ty Llandaff staff 
received training on how to use 
the defibrillator correctly in the 
event of a medical emergency. 

The device is very safe and can 
be used on any adult and on 
children aged one and over. It 
will not allow a shock to be given 
unless the heart rhythm requires 
it. 

Ty Llandaff opened in January 


and has 70 luxurious en-suite 
bedrooms across three floors. 

The home can accommodate 
people for nursing or residential 
care from the age of 18 and offers 
short-term respite care for 
individuals looking for a place to 
recuperate after surgery or illness. 

Ty Llandaff care home 
manager Janice Evans, said: “It’s 
a great privilege to receive one of 
these fantastic defibrillators for 
use at the care home. 

“We are told that most sudden 
cardiac arrests happen outside of 
a medical facility, and understand 
the vital importance of installing 
a life-saving defibrillator into our 
care home. 

“We feel that the best way to 
protect against this potentially 
fatal condition is to ensure that 


we have one in a common and 
accessible area of the building 
and to have trained as many of 
our staff, as possible on how to 
use it correctly. 

“Most importantly, having the 
defibrillator gives our residents 
and their families the reassurance 
that in the possible event of a 
sudden cardiac arrest, we have 
the correct equipment in place to 
ensure that the best outcome is 
achievable. 

“We would like to thank 
everyone at the ambulance 
service for such a wonderful and 
generous gift.”

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mother! is bold, thought-provoking 

- AND INCREDIBLY DIVISIVE! 


J ENNIFER LAWRENCE is 
one of the most bankable 
stars working today, an 
actor who, it’s fair to say, has 
her pick of the projects open to 
her. 

While she’s dabbled in blockbuster 
territory with the Hunger Games and X- 
Men franchises, Lawrence has shown a 
willingness to work with more dramatic 
fare in films that, more often than not, 
trouble awards voters. 

Her latest film sees her team with the 
much-admired Darren Aronofsky (last 
seen tasking Russell Crowe with 
building a big boat in his apocalyptic 
Noah ) as she plays the title character in 
mother! Opposite her is Javier Bardem 
as Him, and the pair play a couple who 
are renovating their secluded home. 
However, when a mysterious gentleman 
(played by Ed Harris) and then his 
equally mysterious wife (Michelle 
Pfeiffer) turn up at their door, it sets off 
a disturbing and bewildering series of 
events... 

Darren Aronofsky is a director who 
has the ability to wow and baffle in 
equal measure. While some of his films 
have taken the straight ahead approach 
(most notably The Wrestler), much of 
his work has come laced with 
idiosyncracy. 

With mother! Aronofsky is arguably 
at his most divisive and indolent; it’s a 
film that will split audiences completely 
down the middle with very little in the 
way of middle ground, but to these eyes 
it’s a film that, if you buy into it, will 
connect with you and resonate long 
after its conclusion. 

In a way, it’s indicative of modern- 
day cinema that this film has been met 
with such reactions - after all, we’re 
being slowly conditioned to process 
remakes, sequels, adaptations of books 



and other existing properties as the 
norm. Yet mother! is so wildly off-kilter, 
so far removed from the present filmic 
landscape that you can’t help but admire 
Aronofsky’s chutzpah and ambition to 
deliver something that falls way out of 
easy categorisation. 

It’s the sort of film it’s best to know 
as little as possible about before you go 
in. Once you’re in its unsettling 
embrace, it offers you two options - fall 
in line and be beguiled by the boldness 
or become frustrated with the lack of 
easy answers and explanations. If you 
find yourself in the latter camp, then fair 
enough. This isn’t a cinematic journey 
for the faint of heart, but if you’re in the 
former camp, then there’s plenty to 
become captivated by. 

As the film switches gears from dark 
comedy to psychological horror, to 
something else entirely, Aronofsky 
keeps it ticking along with sublime 
touches that leave you consistently 
unsettled. The heavy use of close-ups, 
the score that underplays by refusing to 
be too knowing and playing to type, 


Aronosfky conducts the camera - and 
the audience - with the majesty of a 
director in complete control. 

Equally, a sequence towards the end 
of the film - as things unravel far 
beyond what you may feel they are 
capable of doing - is delivered with 
such elan, such ferocious ambition, a 
tour-de-force of direction that is 
breathtaking. 

Having written the first draft of the 
screenplay in a five-day ‘fever dream’, 
Aronofsky’s themes and notions play 
smartly and subtly - there is religious 
allegory, the notion of the suffering 
artist making those around him suffer 
more, the role of the woman in the 
world, layers up on layers that build and 
expand throughout. 

It draws some wonderful 
performances from the cast; Jennifer 
Lawrence is superb as she runs through 
the gears. With scant back story offered 
up, Lawrence’s character is veers from 
being a victim to being the dominant 
force, her relationship with Javier 
Bardem’s writers-block afflicted Him 


running from cold shoulder to 
undoubted love; in a film where the 
narrative drive and point of view comes 
from her, Lawrence is fantastic in the 
role. 

Around her Bardem is a willing foil, 
shifty, somewhat nefarious but the film 
never paints him in broad strokes, while 
their original interlopers, Ed Harris and 
Michelle Pfeiffer are, by turns, strange 
and feisty, neatly tuned supporting roles 
that open the door for the madness to 
ensue. 

And madness certainly does ensue; to 
say that mother! follows a 
delineated narrative path 
would be an understatement, 
but Aronofsky wraps the film 
up in such a way that what 
he’s trying to say is more than 
clear. The journey there 
requires a strong will and 
won’t be to everyone’s taste, 
but you’ll be hard-pressed to 
find another film that is so 
unabashedly didactic, bold 
and thought-provoking. 

VERDICT: Divisive in the 
extreme, as many will be 
turned away by mother!' s 
twisted and unorthodox 
execution as those who will 
find plenty to delight and 
ruminate in its layered 
narrative. Compelling and 
energised, Darren Aronofsky 
has made a film that is 
designed to get a reaction. 

That reaction is entirely up to 
the viewer, but it’s an 
uncompromising and hugely 
original piece of work with 
some strong performances. 

Highly recommended.

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Growing green 
leaf veg in winter

You can start picking 
the outer leaves 
sparingly from mid 
November. 

Rocket - an easy-to- 
grow crop which adds a 
lovely peppery flavour 
to salads. The younger 
leaves are milder, more 
tender and palatable 
and you can start 
picking from about four 
weeks after you have 
sowed the seed. 

Spinach - perpetual 
spinach makes an 
excellent ‘cut and come 
again’ crop that will 
produce loads of tasty 
leaves throughout the 


winter which you can 
cook or use as a salad 
leaf. If you live in an 
area that has substantial 
frost you may think 
about protecting the 
crown of the plant with 
straw. 

Sowing seeds is 
easy: just fill your 
containers with 

compost, scatter the 
seeds thinly with about 
l-2cm between them 
and then cover with a 
thin layer of compost 
(about 5-10mm) and 
water with a fine spray. 

Don’t forget to water 
regularly - plants still 
need water in winter, 
just not so much - but 


try to avoid watering 
before a frost. Winter 
crops grow slower so 
they don’t need too 
much feed, but a little 
bit would help produce 
a good yield. 

Position your pots in 
a sheltered spot to keep 
them out of the wind, 
and make sure they are 
easy to reach so that 
harvesting is hassle 
free. 

Harvest your home¬ 
grown greens by 
picking the outer leaves 
first, so that the inner 
leaves remain for plant 
re-growth.

Report says UK 
residents are 
losing ‘ confidence’ 
in food standards 


A NEW food fraud 
report reveals UK 
food confidence is 
declining, with cases 
of food fraud such 
as the horse meat 
scandal most to 
blame. 

As Britain prepares to 
leave the European 
Union, new research by 
commercial insurer NFU 
Mutual reveals that only 
15 per cent of people in 
Wales and the south west 
have confidence in the 
European food chain and 
just six per cent in the 
global chain, fewer than 
one in every 10 people. 

Almost three quarters 
(72 per cent) believe 
there to be an issue with 
food fraud in the UK, 
with one fifth also 
believing that they have 
personally experienced it 
(20 per cent). 

Hearing about high 
profile cases of 
fraudulent food in the 
media, such as the horse 
meat scandal in 2013, is 
the most common cause 
of reduced confidence in 
over half of consumers 
(55 per cent). 

The NFU Mutual 
Food Fraud Report 2017, 
published on September 
7, also found that in 
Wales and the south 
west, takeaways are the 
least trusted type of food 
outlet (44 per cent) 
followed by online (21 
per cent) and artisan food 
markets (16 per cent). 

The least trusted 
product types are 
processed foods (37 per 
cent), red meat (19 per 
cent) and supplements 
(14 per cent). 

Commenting on the 
report, Frank Woods, 
retail sector specialist at 
NFU Mutual, said: 
“There has never been a 
more important time for 
tackling food fraud and 


getting regulation right 
as we plan to leave the 
European Union, but 
Government proposals 
for where we will get our 
food from are already 
under tough scrutiny 
from industry and 
consumers alike, with 
concerns over quality. 

“Producers are under 
immense pressure to 
offset price rises caused 
by the weakened value of 
sterling and higher 
import costs, squeezing 
already tight budgets and 
resources and potentially 
cornering them into 
using cheaper global 
suppliers that may be 
more vulnerable to 
fraud.” 

He continued: “Much 
of the industry is 
addressing this by 
changing its supply 
strategy and supporting 
British producers - likely 
to be popular with a 
majority of consumers 
who want to support 
local businesses on home 
soil.” 

The NFU Mutual 
Food Fraud report, which 
is designed to understand 
challenges facing 

businesses working 
across the ‘field to fork’ 
supply chain, explores 
attitudes and influences 
of trust, perceived blame, 
impact upon behaviour 
and awareness of food 
crime.

I N the early 1880s, Cadoxton, 
Merthyr Dyfan and east Barry 
were small villages on the 
south Wales coast - but very soon 
the lives of residents would 
change forever. 

With the arrival of 3,000 navvies in 
1884, quickly followed by many other 
trades and their families, an adequate 
supply of water was a major concern. 

Drinking water came mainly from 
springs and wells, or from pumps 
strategically placed around the district. 
Wells would often be contaminated by 
leaking cesspools, which also drained into 
rivers, brooks and streams. The public 
water pumps were supplied from the 
small, old and leaky Cadoxton Reservoir 
at Pencoedtre with another in east Barry, 
just above the old iron church where St 
Paul’s Church would later be built. 

Mention of ‘springs’ brought back 
distant childhood memories from the 
1940s and beyond. As young boys cutting 
bows and arrows at Porthkerry, we had 
access to cool, clear running water from 
two such wells. The first was by the 
brook, in the fields below Salisbury Road 
allotments and the other was alongside the 
brook running from the Millwood to 
Porthkerry, where the first car park is now 
situated. 

The 1875 Public Health Act had 
stipulated that all new sewers were 
publicly owned by the Local Board and all 
new housing must have self-contained 
sanitation and water services. 

As so often happened, it was 
enterprising businessmen who could see 
that this most basic of human needs would 
not be satisfied by existing supplies. In 
1886, The ‘Barry and Cadoxton Gas and 
Water Company’ was incorporated, to 
supply water and gas to Barry, Cadoxton- 
juxta-Barry, Highlight, Sully, Merthyr 
Dyfan, Wenvoe and Porthkerry. Work did 


not begin straight away because the 
district was deemed to be ‘too scattered’. 
Initially, the directors hoped to find water 
near ‘Goldsland’, just to the west of 
Wenvoe Castle, but with no success, they 
retained Cardiff engineer JAB Williams. It 
was this man who reported that Biglis 
would be the best available source of 
water, and the rest is history. 

By September 1889, the Barry and 
Cadoxton Gas and Water Company Bill 
had passed through both Houses of 
Parliament and received Royal Assent. 

With chairman Fred Davis JP of 
Ferndale (a director of the Docks and 
Railway Company), TA Walker the 
contractor who built the Docks, and other 
influential directors from Cardiff, the only 
Barry board member who was a director 
was Lewis Williams, and he too was a 
Cardiff man. 

They may not have begun extracting 
water, but they secured the rights to supply 
these basic services fully two years before 
the Local Board was set up in 1888. 

By then, the first Medical Officer of 
Health, Dr George Neale, recorded that the 
population was already about 10,000 with 
little chance of existing supply meeting the 
daily needs. 

Soon after the Docks opened in July 
1889, readers of the Barry Dock News 
were complaining that the water taps on 
Barry Road were often not working and 
the water pump at the bottom of Vere 
Street was only accessible by wading 
through 9 inches of mud. 

It should be remembered that roads 
were unmade and nothing by way of 
infrastructure had yet been established. 

John Aird & Sons of London began 
sinking a well at Biglis in the autumn of 
1889 and within a month they were down 
20 feet with a walled and secured 7.5 feet 
girth. The ‘spring’ was already sending up 
250,000 gallons of water a day, by means 
of a temporary 12 inch steam pump. 
Initially through soil, then marl stone 


followed by limestone, the work became 
more arduous the lower they went and 
though they hoped to reach 80/90 feet, 
they had to settle on just 30. Hampered at 
depth by water continually building up all 
around them, it was then they heard the 
legend of the ‘Bottomless Pit’. Horses had 
been swallowed up and even a furniture 
van had been ‘gulped’ into this void, but 
an old estate map revealed a very large 
pool, thereby explaining the phenomenon. 

By December, fine quality water was 
being pumped, slightly ‘harder’ than 
Cardiff received from the Llanishen 
springs, but ‘softer’ than that from the 
wells at Ely. The water was classified 
‘hard’, because it came from a well sunk 
in ‘magnesian limestone’. As a temporary 
measure, mains were connected to the 
existing reservoir at Pencoedtre, pumping 
water into the original tank as well as a 
new one. 

The danger in constructing wells was 
highlighted when foreman ‘sinker’ 

William Prior lost his life at the site of the 
new reservoir. He was being lowered into 
a deep well and was immediately 
overcome by foul air, causing him to fall 
to the bottom. 

With professional divers unwilling to 
risk their lives, it was only after two days 
of pumping air into the depths that two 
men named Porter and Clark were able to 
descend and recover the body in 15 feet of 
water. 

By March 1890, all pipes from the well 
at Biglis to east Barry via Cadoxton and 
Barry Dock were now charged with water 
and the waterpillars and pumps in 
Cadoxton were switched off, leaving 
residents to apply for water to be laid on 
from the new mains. 

They next began erecting permanent 
buildings at the site with engines, boilers 
and pumps to satisfy demand for years to 
come.

WALKING TO HELP CONQUER BREAST CANCER

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Small margins decide Barry Athletic’s fate 


AS the league season drew to a close, both 
of Barry Athletic’s PG sides had a battle 
on their hands, the first team striving to 
avoid relegation from the top division, 
and the second team with a real prospect 
of finishing their season as champions of 
division two. 

The PG2 side faced a difficult away fixture at 
Cardiff Athletic with a side short of a number of 
second team regulars, and were looking to pick up 
five points to become champions. 

Rink wins by the points machine Dave Snelling 
and Albert Mintern, who was supported well by the 
silky skills of Don Evans at the front, provided four 
points but the rinks of Gareth Humphrey and Tim 
Morgan slipped to defeat at the Cardiff ground. 

Whilst the four points brought the Athletic level 
on points with league leaders St Fagans, an inferior 
shot difference means it will be runners up for the 
Athletic side for the season. 

However, it was a successful season overall after 
a poor start with saw three losses in a row, and it was 
a credit to captain Paul Webley and his team of 
regulars that saw them win promotion to the top 
division once again. 

With 16 points needed from three games, Barry 
Athletic’s first team had a realistic prospect of 
staying in division one. Ten points won at home 
against Welsh Champions Aberdare Harlequins left 
them needing six from the remaining two fixtures. 

An away defeat and only one point in the away 
fixture at Quins meant it was essential to win five at 
home in that last game of the season against league 
champions Penylan. 

The 4 Wood green at Barry, regarded by most as 
one of the very best in Wales, was still in excellent 
condition after a long season, which is a testament to 
the diligence and hours put in by greens manager 
David Snelling and his apprentice Gary Jones. 

Despite a downpour at the start of the game, the 
pace and surface suited both teams and some 
excellent bowling was in evidence right from the 
start. 

County president John Jones was in inspired form, 
playing with skip David Wright’s rink as they sought 
to overcome international star Dan Salmon. 

Glyn Thomas was thwarted time and time again 
by the accurate drawing skills of Mark Letman and 
as the match reached its midway point, the visitors 
held a slender 12-shot advantage. 

Rob Horgan was making progress in to that deficit 



and with four ends to play the Athletic drew level 
after a count of five on Richard Bowen’s rink. 

Looking for a final push on the penultimate end, 
the Athletic held five shots on Robert Horgan’s rink 
and six shots on Richard Bowen’s rink but two 
excellent shots by Damian Doubler and Mark 
Harding for the visitors cruelly condemned the home 
side to defeat. 

Winning rinks were recorded by David Wright, 
who has been in excellent form all season and 
Richard Bowen, who himself converted a head with 
the very last bowl to grab a win and two points for 
the home side. 

The Athletic were left to reflect on a season that 
was determined by small margins; certainly the final 
league positions for both teams could have been 
significantly improved by one or two results along 
the way but it will be the more established 
challenges that next year’s captain and the selectors 
will need to address. 

Firstly, the club will need to find ways to be more 
competitive on away greens, particularly when the 
opposition start well and the experience that has 
been gathered this year will help with that process. 

The club will also need to work at building a more 
settled side, drawing on greater individual 
commitment and application from some of the 
established bowlers in the side. 

However, with a number of new recruits already 
lined up for next season, and the benefit of a year in 


the top flight for new bowlers such as Lol Paige, 
Dave Townsend and Russ Harris, the building 
process has already begun for the Athletic as they 
seek an early return to what is commonly regarded as 
the top league in Wales next season. 

The final of the inaugural Barry Bowl was also 
held on the 4Wood green at Barry last weekend. This 
is a new national competition derived by Chris 
Wright from the Barry club that brings together the 
top sides in Welsh bowls in a two rink competition 
which culminates in a grand finals day in Barry at 
the end of the season. 

...And this first season did not disappoint - with 
the weather set fair and the club and green filled with 
supporters from the clubs involved, the spectators 
were treated to a feast of bowling, with Resolven 
Bowling Club overcoming the resistance of Femdale 
in a final of the highest quality. 

Speaking at the presentation of the Barry Bowl, 
Richard Bowen chairman of Barry Athletic praised 
the work of Chris Wright and all the club members 
who worked tirelessly to make the competition and 
finals day a success, and for introducing a new 
tournament to Welsh bowls that has captured the 
imagination of the bowling fraternity. 

Plans are already under way for the tournament 
in 2018 and the club are looking for a new sponsor 
for this exciting new tournament, which surely will 
grow in stature over the coming years.
